NOTES OF THE WEEE, 


The announcement that Mr. Serjeant Simon, M.P., is progressing favourably 


after his very severe illness will have been received with feelings of sincere 
satisfaction by the entire community. The honourable and learned gentleman is 
deeply and deservedly respected by his coreligionists, both for his considerable 
attainments and for his earnest devotion, now a matter of many years’ standing, 
to the cause of Jews and Judaism. Whenever the rights of his brethren have 
heen imperilled, either at home or abroad, Serjeant Simon has promptly used the 
opportunity afforded him by his place in the House. of Commons to defend those 
rights with that enthusiasm and that eloquence for which he is distinguished. 
Nor is he held in respect by the members of his immediate community only. It 
is but a few days ago that Lord Derby, addressing a deputation who had waited 
on him on matters connected with Jamaica, sympathetically referred to the 
absence of Mr. Serjeant Simon, and expressed his appreciation of the learned 
ventleman’s acquaintance with the subject which was then under consideration. 
A large section of the general public will heartily join with the Jewish com- 
munity in the hope that Mr. Simon may be speedily be restored to perfect health. 


_A sigdificant advertiscment, which we regret to publish, appears in our columns 
thisweek. The Wardens of the Western Synagogue give notice that the series of

sermonsannounced in our issue of the 9th is withdrawn. This withdrawal will, of 
course, include the sermon by the Rev. Prof. D. W. Marks. There are several of the 
most able and trusted of our public men—whose influence over communal affairs 
is paramount—who hold a very strong opinion that it is not by mere personal 
courtesies that the unfortunate schism of forty years azo will be effectually 
healed. On th contrary, they believe that the process will be delayed. It 
is urged that instead of mere personal courtesies which have, it is alleged, but 
little permanent effect, the good offices of the influential men amongst us should 
he exercised in bringing into closer official connection the congregations them- 
celves, such as the representation of the Berkeley Strect SVAAZOLue at the Burial 
Society of the United Synagoene, a slender thread at present, but which may 
he hereafter succeeded by a three-fold cord. We were in hopes—and we believe 
the bulk of the community share inthe opinion—that both courses could) be 
ndvantageously followed concurrently, with advantage to the hiehest interests of 
the community and without detriment, necessarily, to any of the authorities or 
institutions concerned, | 


The letter of the Lord Mayor in which he withdrew lis permission for Herr 
Stocker to-address a public meeting at the Mansion House, is not the only rebuilt 
Which that Jew-hater has hitely reeeived. Another blow has been inflicted on him, 
which to some extent is even greater than the rebuke he r-eeived at the hands of 
Lord Mayor Fowler, for it has been dealt at home, by no less a personage than 
the Prussian Minister of Public Worship. A vacancy having been created in the 
Supreme Eeclesiastical Council, it was expected that the seat would be offered to Herr 


Stocker, who isan tigh favour at Court, the Crown Prince and Prineess, of course, 


excepted. ‘To the great disappointinent of his friends, Stéeker was not. recom- 
mended for the vacancy by the Minister for Public Worship. To minimise the 
signilicance of this defeat, the Stocker pariy allege that his non-appointment 


must be regarded as a demonstration on the part of IHlerr Von Gessler against: 


the Orthodox clergy ; but as the Minister is known to sympathise personally with 
their opinions, his antipathy to Herr Stécker can only be considered as a protest 
against the anti-Semitic agitation, 


Apart from the fury into which the German anti-Semites have been lashed 
in consequence of the indignity, as they consider it, to which Herr Stocker has 
been subjected both at home and abroad, our antagonists have been still further 
enraged by the election of Professor Ladenburg, a Jew, who has earned consider- 
able reputation as a chemist, as Rector of the University of Kiel. This is not the 
first time that a Jew has: received this coveted honour, another German eoreli- 
gionist, Dr. Behrend, having obtained a similar appointment at the University of 
Qn that occasion the anti-Semites made 
strenuous exertions, happily without success, to induce the ‘Prussian Minister of 
Public Worship to withhold his ratification. of the appointment. As the same 
Minister is still in office, and.as he has refused to confera post in his patronage 
on Herr Stocker on account of his anti-Jewish proclivities, there is no reason 
to doubt that His Excelleney will) give his formal sanction to the election of 
Prof. Ladenburg at Wiel. 


Another notorious anti-Semite, who has done so much to countenance and 
spr.ad the false “blood accusation,” against the Jews, Dr. Rohling of Prague,is 
also meeting with his deserts, the Austrian Government having suspended him 
from his Professorship at the local German University. It will be remembered that 
in consequence of the seandal occasioned by his anti-Jewish pamphlets, the 
Minister of Public Instruction recently desired the Senate of the University to 
order a disciplinary inquiry into Rohling’s conduct. The Senate placed the matter 
in the hands of a special committee, consisting of three professors, who have 
advised that there is no ground for inquiry as suggested by the Minister, especi- 
ally as in their opinion, Rohling gave expression to his views within legal

SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE AND THE HOMES OF THE POOR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE * JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

S1R,—The question of the form which the proposed memorial of Sir Moses 
Moutefiore’s approaching centenary shall assame is becoming a topic of interesting 
discussion, 

As one who has enjoyed the privilege of the rever baronet’s friendship for 
Rearly 410 years, may I be indulged with space fora few remarks upon the subject. 

In the first place, I think all will agree that the memorial should be of a useful 
and enduring character, The aim of the committee. I venture to think, should be to 
fx upon something which should reflect, as faithfully as possible, the life and labours 
of him whom alldelight to honour. Those who have studied his remarkable career, 


a have observed that his philanthropic efforts have ever been distinguished by 


fit broad and unsectarian character, In his yarious missions, he has uniformly | 


endeavoured to secure the greatest happiness of the largest number. In his appeals 
on behalf of his own coreligionists he has never failed to include communities of 
other denominations who might be suffering from perrecution or disabilities, I 
venture to think, therefore, that no object would be a worthy or adequate monument 
of the life-work which it is desired to perpetuate, or would obtain any large measure 
of support from without the Jewish body unless it appealed to the deepest and 
broadest sympathies of society.

The whole proceeding is so remarkable that comment isalmost unnecessary, Stull, | 


- cannot refrain from adverting to some of the more obvious cousequences which must 


result from this high-handed procedure. It is a very questionable advantage which 
the Chief Rabbi can hope toreap from his inhibition. Many years ago the harsh 
course pursued by the Orthodox party on the death of the late Benjamin Elkin was 
the means of swelling, to a considerable extent, the members of the West London 
Synazogue of British Jews, I think it not improbable that a similar result may 
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flow from this act of narrow-mindedness, If Professor Marks be a popular preacher, 
and the rising generation, who desire to hear him in their own synagogues, are 
debarred from this privilege, it is nota forced inference that they may overcome 
this disability by attaching themselves to the Reform hody. And even if he be not 
a popular preacher, such a proceeding can only tend to merease his importance in 
public estimation, 

Indeed, this act is totally at variance with the spirit of these times, and offers a 
marked contrast to the really earnest desire which the West London Synagogue has 
chown of late to draw nearer to the restof the community. This desire has been 
manifested inter alia by the subvention lately made to the Burial Society of the 
United Synagogue ; by the congratulatory address offered to Sir Moses Montefiore, 
whose opposition to the West London Synagogue has always been so bitter, and by 
its acceptance of the Chief Rabbi's prayer for the Jews of Russia, which the Portu- 
guese congregation studiously ignored, In the face of these facts, 1b 1s idle to say, 
as one often hears said, that the primary bar to the affiliation of the synagogues 1s 
the spirit of exelusiveness which dominates the counsels of Berkeley Street. The 
truth of the matter is that the Reform section, as the injured party, hasat all times 
shown itself ready to forgive and forget the hostile treatment it has experienced 
from the parent body, But those who committed the injury can never forgive. 
Such is the teaching of all history. 

Is there such an abundance of preachers among us, I would ask, or is their 
general ability of so high an order as to warrant this exclusion - 

Lately, the Board of Deputies invited the West London Synagogue to join their 
body, but I do not think it likely. in view of what has now occurred, that the 
seceders would associate themselves with a Board placed under ecclesiastical authori- 
ties who use their power in so haughty a manner. In short, this step, the most 
foolhardy taken by the ecclesiatical authorities since 1811, can have but one issue. 
It will indefinitely postpone the re-union of the two sections, which many people so 
earnestly desired, and which only a few days ago seemed so near of accomplishment.

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ** JEWISH CHRONICLE,’ 


Sin,—When, in my former letter, I deprecated any undue sentimentality in 
considering the above subject. I was fully prepared for some such arguments as those 
used by Mr. Sydney, Itis an unpleasant subject. no doubt, certainly a painful one, 
but, forall that, one deserving calm discussion, for hide it how we will, a juvenile 
criminal class exists in our midst, and [ am sorry to say when we have a Jewish 
industrial school, net a Reformeatory (the two are wholly distinct, toth in their results 
and workin) there will be no lack of inmates. 

Tam afraid with all his well-known practical views of communal matters, Mr. 
Sydney has not given the subject of my letter the attention which I humbly suggest 
it deserves, or he would not have fallen into the error of confounding retormatories 
with Industrial schools. nor yet have jumped to the conelurion that the number of 
Jewish lads who render themselves Hable to be sent to the latter class in:titutron is 
so limited. Let him stop the first bov he sees inthe plight of “ Harris Lewis :° he 
need not go far for that ; question hima, follow him to his home, note his surround- 
ings and comparisons, and then judge for himself. Or pay a visit, to the fruit 
wharves, fish and vegetable markets, or other places of the kind wherever there is 
bustle and confusion of business; pilfering is there carried on by Jewish children to 
an extent that would surprise him, 


It is a great pity that Mr. Sydney should misapply the assertion I made as to the 
hopelessness, and surroundings of a Jewish lad when an inmate of an ordinary 
reformatory, by propoanding another question as to the advisability of establishing an 
asylum on the same principles amongst us. If his idea of rescuing Jewish boys 
from degradation is by perpetuating the hopelessness and foul surroundings of their 
daily life, certainly itis not mine, nor is it that of those who, in good time, will act 
with me, The object of establishing a Jewish industrial school ig, for the future to 
guard our waifs and strays from the brutal contamination of being placed in a 
reformatory with 200 or more of the most depraved of youthful criminals, and 
learning crimes, of which Jewish lads can have no conception, for even amongst the 
lowest and most disreputable of our race, sheer brutality, I put it in the mildest 
possible way, is bat little known, As to the necessity of an industrial school. 
we were glad and deemed it a great boon to be able to place very many children 
in the St. P+ 1's School, when, thanks to Mr. Serutton, it was open to us,

it ceitain that a Jewish boy placed in a Jewish indastrial school would te brought 
up in the faith of his fathers, and be taught a useful handicraft? He surely must 
mean this as a joke ; he then proceeds to say that, religion notwithstanding, if ma'e- 
factors of different degrees of crime herd together, they will become worse criminals 
but whe is speaking of malefactors of different degrees of crime ! We are pleading 
for children of teader years, children of our own race, whom we hope to rescue fiom 


any degrees of crime, I expected better things from a gentleman of Mr. Sydney's | 


acumen. Surely he should know that there can be no herding of malefactors of 
different degrees of crime in an industrial school, which is only open to receive 
children on their first conviction ; if he does not, I beg to refer him to the Indus- 
trial School Act, clauses 14 to 17 inclusive. a 

Mr. Sydney propounds yet another question in suggesting the wisdom of sending 
boys on first: convictions to one of our existing in-titutions, Will he kindly fatore 
me which one? Certainly he cannot mean ihe asylum at Lower Norwood, for it ig 
notorious that the authorities there distinctly desline to admit the children of eon- 
victed parents. They could not possibly be expected to receive convicted children 
or, perhaps, he imagines that our Sephardic brethren will help us iu the difficulty, or 
perhaps, Mr. Sydney would wish us to shirk the responsibility and the subject alto- 
gether.

Many excellent methods are being 
proposed for commemorating the centenary of Sir Moses Montetiore, It has been 
suggested that a fund should be formed for meeting the spiritual dest: 
tution in the provinces. Full well I know how many a small congregation, manya 
struggling school, languishes for the lack of material help. But should we not is 
this instanee think beyond our own requirements? A Free Public Library in the 
East of London would be an immense boon, shedding sweetness and hight upon the 
livesof the poor toilers. But sh-uld we be quite justified in ministering to the 
recreation of the brain ere the most imperious physical wants have been provited 
for? The enlargement of hospitals and the establishment of Homes for Convate:- 
cents are beyond all praise. But would it not be better to seek to prevent the diseax 
and debility which medical charities are intended to heal? 1 recretfully admit. that 
with our most earnest efforts we can but touch the fringe of the vigantic evil whic’ 
has been exposed. Should we on that account hold back? Should we not endeavour 
to prove that we are worthy descendants of Abraham, the hospitable, and that t 
example of the philanthropist whom we seck to honour has net been lost upon te. 
by being the first to give evidence that we have not hearkened with hearts umes 
to the bitter cry of Outcast London !

“We bave no fellow-citizens, but only religious followers. Our nationality is the religion of our 
ancestors, and we recognize no other. The faith of our ‘forefathers is our only patriotism. We 
eojourn in other lands; but, in spite of our external , nationality, we have r- mained, and ever shall 
remain, ach sen and indivisible people. Judaism alone represents in itself religious and political 
truth. The Jews will never be friends with Christians and Mahommedans until the light of Israel’s | 
faith shineseverywhere. On that day the religion of the Hebrews shall fill the universe, Jews | 
throughoit the World co-opérate with usin this great and holy work ; and success is assured, 

“ The Christian Church, our everlasting foe, is already wotinded, and lics low, The net spread 
out over the giote by Israel's children stretches farther and wider every day, and sacred prophecy 
is fulfilled. The time will come when Jerusalem shall be a house of prayer for all pe ‘ples ; when 
the standard of Jehovah shall float to the ends of the earth. Use all circumstances. Our might is 
great ; and let us learn to use it to a purpose. And why should we fear? The day is not far off 
when all the riches of the earth shall belong to the Jews, and to the Jexs alone” 


It is hardly necessary to add that this document has again set all the anti- 
Semitic pens in Ruesia at work, in favour of anti-Semitic intolerance. The Luss 
and Noroe Vremya devote several columns to sharp attacks upon this“ Jewish con- 
spiracy against all European civilization and peoples.”
